Andrew Burnett, of Wellesly, Vt.,

When the foreign ministers in 
Peking applied in January, 1575, for 
audience with the Emperor Tung 
Chih, who had just ascended the throne, 
the Chinese government insisted that, 
they should make this prostration be 
fore his imperial majesty. 

Of course the ministers refused to 
dq so, and the audience wag delayed 
nearly six months because of this re- 
fusal. The Chinese yielded at last, 
however, and his majesty contented 
himself with three profound bows from 
the “forsign barbarians,” — Youth's 
Companion.

Among half a million of people 
there must be some home life. And 
there ars inderd some homes on the 
East side’ just as there are oranges 
growing under glass in New York. In 
the once fashionable part of Second 
avenue and that neighborhood there 
are still, of course, some fine places, 
but these are not properly parts of 
the East side. Wh«nthe old Knicker- 
boekers shook lower New York up in 
a bag they were accidentally put out 
of place. The East side, as New York- 
ers know it, is a tenement-house dis- 
trict, the region of pawnshops and 
dirty streets. ‘There are some homes 
in tenement houses, because some fam- 
ilies, though reducedin means, have in 
them those qualities that would make 
a rome wherever they settled, if it 
were outin the woods. But such fam- 
ilies and such homes are exceedingly 
rare. Most people who have any in- 
terest whatever in the subject have 
seen the interior of tenement houses 
and know what they are. Those who 
do not even know ‘what they are are 
fortunate. There is something de- 
pressing in merely leoking at one of 
the tenement-house streets. Many of 
the East side strects are lined on both 
sides with vast tenement houses for 
blocks and blocks. They tower up to 
five and six and seven _ stories 
ia height, with forbidding fronts, | 
dirty entrances and  wunsavory 
odors. But these are the aristo- 
cratic places you sce from the street. 
If you feel inclined to see the less ele- 
gant abedes, come throvgh this nar- 
row and slippery alley into the well 
that is called by courtesy the court- 
yard. The dog lyiug in the corner has 
been dead for some days, so he will not 
bit» you. The brick walls you see rise up 
five or six stories on every side, so ve 
little light gets in and still less fres 
air. But the courtyard is for ventila- 
tion. Every fair day the sun looks 
down in it for about five minutes at 
high noon and then withdraws in dis- 
gust. This building in the rear of the 
tenement-house is called the rear tene- 
ment, and a largé majority of these 

have their rear teneinents, be- 
eause they fill up valuable space and 
bring in more rents. They are for 
tenants in arrears, soto speak. Rents 
are lower than in the front building 
and everything ison an even cheaper 
scale. The woodwork. you will 
notice. has never been painted, but 
several years ago it was white- 
washed. Nv, it is not an orphan 
asylum. ‘These children live _here, 
there being an average of five or six 
to each family. Yo would hardly 
believe it, but every time one of these 
children dies there is a long string of 
carriages in front of the house; and if 
the family, by hook or by crook, can 
raise $80 or $100 it is spent onthe fu- 
oeral. It isa grand affair, an East side 
funeral. There is no need of going 
into the house, for they are a'l alike. 
But if you can bring yourself to climb 
two of these dirty flights of stairs | 
s ould like to show you just one room.

Rema-kab'e Surgical Opcration. 


The Londun Lancet contains the 
following remarkable account of an 
operation: The Choya Shimbun 
telis an extraordinary story of skill 
and courage on the part of a Japanese 
doctor. It runs to the effect that one 
morning ac acertain man named Ito 
was cleaning his teeth, by some means 
or other he let his tooth-brush slip 
down his throat. Medical assistance 
was at once procured, and the un- 
fortunate man, whe was suffering the 
acutest agony, drenched with purga- 
tives, but all to no avail. It was not 
till the fifth day thata certain Dr. 
Hashimoto, principal of the highest 
medical college in Tokio, was called 
in. Dr. Hashimoto said there was 
just one chance to save the man, and, 
as the case was desperate, it might as 
well be tried, for the patient would 
certainly dic, and that almost im- 
mediately, if nothing was done. The 
friends consenting, chloroform was 
administered, and two deep incisions 
were matle crosswise in the man’s 
body. The stomach being laid bare, 
it was discovered that the tooth-brush 
was deeply imbedded in it, and that 
one edge of the handle being sharp, 
it had worked its way half through. 
The thing was speedily extracted, and 
the two wounds, inner and outer, 
deftly sewn up by the operator. The 
Choya Shimtun adds that the man to 
whom the accident occurred is now in 
‘a fair way of recovery.

A curious observation regarding 
hailstorms has lately been brought be- | 
fore the Swiss Geographical society at 
Geneva by Herr Riniker, the chief 
forester of Canton Aargau. He main-— 
tains that hailsturms do not occur 
where there are forests, and instances 
the case of a small chain of moun- 
tains in the south of Aargau known | 
as the Lindenberge which are normally 
completely covered with trees. About 
twenty years ago the forest was di- 
vided into two places by wide gaps, 
and immediately afterward the val- 
leys were visited by frequent hail- 
storms. Fourteen years ago the larger 
of these two open spaces were 
planted with firs, since which time the 
hailstorms have entirely ceased. Herr 
Riniker is inclined to attribute the 
phenomenon to electric action, sug- 
gesting that the hailand trees being 
charged with opposite kinds of elec- 
tricity, their union gives rise to suf- 
ficient heat to prevent congelation of 
watery particl s.
